This being the First Day of the First Session of the Four- 
teenth Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the 
despatch of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour 
the Honourable John Percy Page, Lieutenant Governor, dated 
the seventeenth day of November, in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand nine hundred and fifty-nine. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the Proclama- 
tion as follows:

PROCLAMATION 


To all to Whom these presents shall come, GREETING. 


WHEREAS it is deemed ex- 
ERNEST C. MANNING, pedient for certain causes 
Attorney General. and considerations to convene 

the Legislative Assembly of 


Our Province of Alberta, WE DO WILL that you and each of 
you, and all others in this behalf interested, on THURSDAY, 
FEBRUARY ELEVENTH, A.D. 1960, at the hour of THREE 
o’clock in the afternoon, at our City of Edmonton, personally be 
and appear for the despatch of business, to treat, act, do and con- 
clude upon those things which, in the Legislature of Our Province 
of Alberta, by the Common Council of our said Province, may, by 
the favour of God, be ordained. 


HEREIN FAIL NOT. 
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IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF We have caused these Our 
Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our Province 
to be hereunto affixed. 


WITNESS: The Honourable CLINTON JAMES FORD, Ad- 
ministrator of Our Province of Alberta, in Our City of Calgary, 
in Our Province of Alberta, this 17th day of November, in the 
year of Our Lord, One thousand nine hundred and fifty-nine, and 
in the Eighth year of Our Reign.

The Members having been duly sworn in by His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor and having subscribed to 
the Roll containing the Oath, took their seats. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne: 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour, the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to inform you that he does not see fit to declare 
the causes of the summoning of the present Legislature of this 
Province until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen 
according to law; but today at the hour of 3:30 His Honour will 
declare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.”’ 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Premier, the Honourable Ernest C. Manning, address- 
ing the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Little Bow, to take the Chair of this Assembly, as 
Speaker, seconded by the Honourable Mr. Hooke. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “that Peter 
Dawson, Honourable Member for Little Bow, is duly appointed 
Speaker of this Legislative Assembly according to law.” 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by His Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him with the following speech: 


HONOURABLE MEMBERS: 


For seven consecutive legislatures you have honoured me by 
electing me as your Speaker. This is an occasion of great signifi- 
cance to me and to this Assembly, for now I have the honour of 
holding this position for the longest time as an active Speaker 
in the whole British Commonwealth, 23 years. 


Sir Robert Nicholls was the Speaker who served in the 
Australian House of Assembly from 1933 to 1955, 22 years. 
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The Speaker who has held office for the longest period in the 
whole British Commonwealth was Mr. Onslow, of the British 
House of Commons, who was in the Chair for 34 years. 


Honourable Members, for your confidence placed in me, I 
thank you.” 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed on 
the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor re- 
turned to the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. 


If in the performance of those duties I should at any time 
fall into error, I pray that the fault may be imputed to me and 
not to the Assembly, whose servant I am and who, through me, the 
better to enable them to discharge their duty to their Queen and 
Country, hereby claim all their endowed rights and privileges, 
especially, that they may have freedom of speech in their debates, 
access to your person at all reasonable time, and that their pro- 
ceedings may receive from you the most favourable con- 
sideration.”’ 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour, the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to declare to you that he freely confides in the 
duty and attachment of the Assembly to Her Majesty’s person 
and Government and not doubting that their proceedings will 
be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional 
privileges. 


I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall 
have ready access to His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant 
Governor upon all suitable occasions and all their proceedings as 
well as their work and actions will constantly receive from him 
the most favourable consideration.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
read the following Speech from the Throne: 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


On this first occasion on which I am privileged to represent 
Her Majesty at the opening of the Legislature, it gives me much 
pleasure to welcome you to this initial session of the Fourteenth 
Legislature of our Province. 


I know all of you share with me a deep sense of personal 
loss in the passing of Her Majesty’s late representative, Honor- 
able Dr. John J. Bowlen. His death, following years of dis- 
tinguished service, filled the hearts of all our people with sadness. 
His memory long will be treasured in the history of our Province. 
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I would, on this occasion, extend special greetings to those 
members who, for the first time, are present as the representa- 
tives of the people of their constituencies. I am sure all of you 
will carry out your legislative duties in a manner justifying the 
trust and confidence placed in you by the electors. 


During the past year, our Province was honored by a 
personal visit of Her Majesty the Queen and His Royal High- 
ness Prince Philip and our people long will remember this joy- 
ous occasion. During the ensuing year we anticipate an oppor- 
tunity to welcome to Alberta Her Majesty’s senior representative 
in Canada and [I am sure all our people will join in extending 
a most cordial welcome to His Excellency Governor General 
Vanier and Mrs. Vanier. 


While the general level of our provincial economy remained 
at a comparatively high level during the past year, unfavorable 
weather conditions prevented the harvesting of a substantial 
portion of grain crops in many areas resulting in serious finan- 
cial loss and much personal disappointment to many of our 
farmers. 


Your approval will be requested for a substantial appro- 
priation to pay this Provnce’s share of the assistance being 
provided under the Federal-Provincial Unthreshed Grain Assist- 
ance Program for those farmers whose crops could not be 
harvested. 


A further extension of various agricultural services is 
proposed for the ensuing year, including the establishment of 
a Farm Economics Branch to assist farmers in farm-cost studies. 
Veterinary services will be expanded and provision made for 
the operation of additional Service Boards in Municipalities. 
Further funds will be requested for the financing of loans under 
The Farm Purchase Credit Act. 


_My Government will continue the construction of trunk 
drainage systems in relation to the St. Mary and Milk River 
development and Bow River development projects and you will 
be asked to provide the funds necessary for this purpose. 


In accordance with the recommendations of the Irrigation 
Study Committee, an Irrigation Planning Board has been ap- 
pointed and my Government proposes to assign to this Board 
an examination of various questions pertinent to the future 
development of irrigation. 


The Department of Agriculture, in conjunction with the 
Department of Lands and Forests, will carry out a program 
during the ensuing year to increase the development of com- 
munity pastures along newly established lines. 


Having regard to the importance and value of our forest 
resources, my Government will continue an aggressive program 
of forest protection and management during the coming year. 


Necessary amendments to The Oil and Gas Conservati 
( vatio 
Act will be submitted for your approval and you will be Shee 
to amend The Mineral Titles Redemption Act to extend for one 
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year the time for making application for the redemption of 
certain mineral titles now held by the Crown through forfeiture 
or transfer. 


Having regard to the impact the development of our oil 
resources exerts on the provincial economy, my Government 
proposes during the ensuing year to have a competent body 
investigate various aspects of the commercial development of 
the Athabasca tar sands to determine the manner in which such 
development should be regulated to effectively safeguard the 
present and future interests of the people of Alberta. 


In the field of education, amendments to The School Act 
and The Students’ Assistance Act will be submitted for your 
attention and increased appropriations for school grants will 
be presented for your approval. 


Amendments to The Teachers’ Retirement Fund Act will 
be introduced together with a new Act to provide certain 
retirement benefits for persons who commenced teaching in 
Alberta after the age of fifty. 


Both the majority report and the minority report of the 
Royal Commission on Education will be placed before you for 
close study and scrutiny of the findings and recommendations 
contained in these reports. 


In the field of public health, a concerted effort is being 
made to deal with the problem created by a shortage of qualified 
dentists, particularly in rural and isolated areas of the Pro- 
vince. To this end a new Dental Auxiliaries Act will be submitted 
for your approval. 


Amendments designed to improve the operation of The 
Health Unit Act will be introduced and you will be asked to 
approve a substantial increase in funds for hospital insurance, 
provision for air pollution studies, an expansion of laboratory 
and x-ray school facilities and for an enlargement of the program 
in relation to the problem of alcoholism. 


Very satisfactory progress was made during the past year 
in the first phase of my Government’s Five-Year Development 
Program. Of the fifty modern homes for senior citizens to be 
erected throughout the Province, thirty-one are under construc- 
tion and some are nearing completion. Negotiations are con- 
tinuing in the remaining Municipalities, including the Cities of 
Edmonton and Calgary, so that this major project of benefit 
to our senior citizens may be brought to completion at an early 
date. 


Attention will be directed this year to the second phase 
of the Five-Year Development Program and to this end you 
will be requested to approve appropriations to provide for the 
paving of streets and/or construction of concrete sidewalks in 
the larger towns, villages and hamlets throughout the Province. 
As a further feature of this year’s program, you will be asked 
to approve substantial sums for recreational grants on a per 
capita basis to all communities of one hundred or more popula- 
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tion with the exception of the two major cities and communities 
within the National Parks. 


An accelerated capital works program in provincial parks 
will be undertaken and this year’s program also will include a 
policy of direct financial assistance to rural Municipalities and 
Improvement Districts for the development of rural municipal 
parks and other similar recreational facilities. 


A major highway construction program is proposed for 
the ensuing year, including the construction of additional four- 
lane divided highways to facilitate the movement of traffic in 
a safe and orderly manner. It is proposed to complete blacktop- 
ping on the new highway between Edmonton and the British 
Columbia boundary which will provide a paved corridor through 
Alberta to link with the highway to Alaska. 


My government will continue its policy of constructing 
approach roads to towns and villages from main highways and 
also the replacement, wherever possible, of ferries by the erec- 
tion of modern bridges. This year’s program will emphasize the 
construction and improvement of local roads linking farms 
with main market thoroughfares. 


Widespread concern exists as a result of the excessive 
number of highway accidents and fatalities which are taking 
place and a vigorous program to halt this serious trend will 
be continued and accelerated. 


My Government is pleased to report the expansion program 
of the Department of Telephones has absorbed the backlog of 
demands for service. Development will be continued on an ex- 
tensive scale to keep abreast of progress in this field. 


Your approval will be sought for the funds required to 
maintain the necessary program of public works now in pro- 
gress. This program is arranged as far as possible to provide 
work during winter months, including a heavy building pro- 
gram at the University of Alberta, both in Edmonton and 
Calgary, and additional construction at institutions and public 
buildings throughout the Province. 


The operation of the Alberta Municipal Finance Corpora- 
tion will be continued during the ensuing year to aid local 
governments in obtaining necessary capital borrowings at the 
lowest interest rates possible. 


My Government views with concern the current high cost 
of money for capital expansion. Under existing circumstances, 
every effort should be made to hold nonproductive capital con- 
struction to a minimum consistent with meeting the essential 
requirements of our expanding population. 


To provide for the more equitable distribution of revenue 
from industrial taxation, legislation will be submitted for your 
consideration providing for the uniform assessment and taxa- 
tion of certain industries with the proceeds to be distributed 
to the Municipalities affected on a formula basis recognizing 


the services rendered by Municipalities to such industries and to 
their employees. 
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Amendments designed to further improve the administra- 
tive functions of Municipalities will be submitted for your 
approval. 

A revision of The Communal Property Act, resulting from 
the Report of the Hutterite Investigation Committee, will be 
introduced for your consideration. 


Implementing legislation passed at the last session, the 
Department of Labour and the Department of Industry and 
Development have been effectivly established. My Government 
is pleased to report that labour-management relations throughout 
the Province have been satisfactory, with only one brief strike 
occurring during the past year. You will be asked to enact 
amendments to The Alberta Labour Act designed to preserve 
and enhance this desirable situation. 


Amendments to The Co-operative Marketing Associations 
Guarantee Act, to include liquified petroleum gas within the 
scope of the legislation, will be submitted for your consideration. 


A Bill to enact a new Trust Companies Act will be intro- 
duced together with necessary amendments to The Alberta 
Insurance Act. 


During the ensuing year, my Government is undertaking 
a complete and thorough revision of The Land Titles Act and 
it is hoped that this revision will be ready for consideration 
by the next session. 


You will be asked to provide for a further expansion of 
the adult and juvenile probation service of the Department 
of the Attorney General which is proving extremely effective 
in the rehabilitation of convicted persons. 


The present Public Utilities Act will be repealed and re- 
placed by two statutes, one embodying the general regulatory 
powers conferred on the Board of Public Utility Commissioners 
and the other setting out the powers and responsibilities of the 
Board in the regulation of the gas industry in the Province. 


In keeping with a former commitment by my Government, 
you will be requested to establish a special committee to study 
a general redistribution of electoral representation in the Legis- 
lature and you will also be asked to set up a legislative committee 
to recommend revisions to The Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
hoth committees to submit their reports to the next session of 
this Legislature. 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year, together with 
Estimates for the ensuing year, will be presented for your 
consideration. 


I leave you now to discharge your legislative duties with 
full confidence that your deliberations under Divine guidance 
will be in the best interest of each and all our citizens. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 
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Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Manning have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled “An Act to amend The Bills of Sale 
Act.” 

He accordingly presented the said Bill and the same was 
received and read a First time, and 


Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time tomorrow 
(Friday). 


Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that in order to 
prevent mistakes he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His 
Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor, which was 
laid on the table. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to the Clerk of the Legis- 
lative Assembly by the Clerk of the Executive Council:

In the interest of the financial structure of the Alberta 
Government Telephones, all profits made since its in- 
ception one half century ago have been put back into 
the plant. This has accomplished two things primarily 
—the first, to establish a very satisfactory equity to 
debt situation and the second—a very attractive rate 
for telephone subscribers; the lowest in Canada. 


Therefore, no Alberta Government Telephone subscriber 


can justly suggest that he is subsidizing the operation 
of this radio station in any other way than that 
legitimate profits made by the Alberta Government 
Telephones are being diverted to this widely accepted 
public service. 


Mr. Gainer asked the Government the following questions 
of which he had given notice and which were answered by the 
Hon. Mr. Hinman: 


Q. 


What is the unfunded liability of the Province as at 
March 31, 1959, with respect to the Provincial guaran- 
tees given to or for: 


(a) The Civil Servant’s Pension Fund 
(b) The Teachers’ Pension Fund 
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(c) Other matters for which the Province is, or may 
be liable which would or could be considered as 
unfunded indebtedness of the Province. 


A. (a) The Civil Servant’s Pension Fund—The latest ac- 
turial valuation, June 30, 1951, indicated an un- 
funded liability of $21,198,000. However, changes 
in the plan, in salary rates, interest rates, etc. 
render this figure meaningless and an up-to-date 
valuation would probably indicate an unfunded 
liability in excess of $50,000,000.00. 


(b) The Teachers’ Pension Fund—tThe latest acturial 
valuation, August 31, 1958, indicated an unfunded 
liability of $70,024,000.00. Broken down as between 
“Covernment Fund”, $49,272,000.00 and ‘“Teach- 
ers’ Fund”, $20,752,000.00. 


(c) The Temporary Provincial Employees Retirement. 
Due to the recent advent of this fund, no informa- 
tion is available as to any unfunded liability which 
may exist. 


NOTE: All of the above plans are on a “pay-as-you-go” basis 
(somewhat modified in respect of the Teachers’ Pension 
Plan) and payment of all benefits is unconditionally 
guaranteed by the Province. 


(d) Other Matters for which the Province May be 
Liable. See Statement of Indirect Liabilities, State- 
ment No. 16, p. 73, Public Accounts, March 31, 
1959. 


The Members will realize that any statutes which set up 
continuing payments by the province do, in effect, create un- 
funded liabilities, e.g. pensions and payments to the blind, the 
aged, the totally disabled, school grants, etc. These, and all 
other unfunded money responsibilities of the Provincial Govern- 
ment are on a pay-as-you-go basis and are a call on the general 
revenue and assets of the Province. 


As long as our population and services are expanding 
it is difficult to conceive of any call on the Province to pick up 
payments which might have been made from a fund had one 
been set up. In any case, the Government will always be in a 
position to anticipate and provide for such a turn in financial 
conditions.

devise and adopt without delay such fiscal and mone- 
tary policies and techniques as may be expected to 
remedy these defects.

Between then and noon today, we have received in all, 
51 letters from residents of the Special Areas, 45 pro- 
testing the increase in grazing rates and six favoring 
the increase. 


About 10 days ago members of the government met 
with a delegation from the Area, consisting of about 
40 farmers. During the course of the half day in which 
the meeting was held, pros and cons of the increase in 
rates were discussed fully. One point raised by members 
of the delegation which seemed to be valid was that 
quite often a quarter section growing good grass was 
rendered almost valueless by the fact that animals 
occasionally had to travel two miles or more for water. 
Up to this point the government has not had an oppor- 
tunity to review fully its previous stand but we are 
of the opinion that there is much more reason for 
varying carrying capacities than of changing the rates. 
We believe that carrying capacities should be subject 
to appeal in the same way that assessments on patented 
lands are subject to appeal. This definitely will be 
recommended. 


I assured the members of the delegation that in the 
light of the representation they had made to us, we 
would be prepared to review carefully the whole matter 
and that we intend to do.
